The outlook for the future is 
bright. 

"It shall be unlawful for any per- 
eonftay persons, individual or cor- 
poration, public or private carrier 
to bring into, transfer to other 
person o r persons, corporation, 
carrier or agent; deliver or distrib- 
ute, in any county, district, pre- 
cinct, town or city, where the sale 
of intoxicating liquors has beer 
prohibited, or may be prohibited, 
whether by special act of the Gen 
eral Assembly, or by vote of the 
people under the Local Option Law, 
any spirituous, vinous, malt or 
other intoxicating liquor, regard 
less of the name by which it may 
be called; and thisa«t shall apply to 
all packages of such intoxicating 
liquors whether broken or unbroken 
Provided, individuals may bring 
into sush district, u,<oa their per- 
son or as their personal baggage, 
and for their private use, such 
liquors in quanity not to exceed 
one gtllon; und provided, the pro 
visions of this act shall not apply 
to licensed phycians or druggists, 
to whom any public carrier nia\ 
deliver sucn goods, in unbroken 
packages, in quanitj not to exceed 
five gallons at any one time. 

Ea^ch package of such spirituous, 
vinous, malt or other intoxicating 
liquor, regardless of the name by 
. prhich it may be called, whether 
broken or unbroken packages, 
brought into and transferred to 
other person, corporation, carrier 
or agent, delivered or distributed 
in such Local Option Territory 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

Any person or persons, indivi- 
dual or corporation, public or pri 
farrier violating the provisions 
p, act shall be deemed guiiity

With regard to the sale of liquor 
on Sunday, Judge Parker said it 
was not a matter of opinion as to 
the wisdom of the law. The stat- 
, utes provide for the closing of sa- 
egaided as an entnusiast for loong on Sunday8) an d this law, he 
said, should either be enforced or 
repealed. 

It 
Is not intelligent to make laws and 
then violate them. It is folly and 
child's play. The laws are on the 
books, the courts won't enforce 
them and the Legislature won't re- 
peal them We seem to Ut.ve lost 
all sense of propriety," 

On the question of pooh 
Judge Parker said he intended to 
submit this question to a petit 
jury, and that he was detei 
to have the people ofFayettt 
ty decide this matter, as i 
nwilling to assume this rci 
bility, 

"If pool selling be right,' 
the court, "it is better tl 
Legislature legalise it; if it 
right, it ought to be suppressed 
and the law enforced. All th 
have done has not availed, a 
is my purpose to allow ahe petit 
juries to say what the punishment 
■ hall be. 

"Gentlemen, if you want to per- 
mit the poolrooms tooperate, make 
the fine one cent: if you want to 
suppress them, punish the opera 
tors with a jail sentence. This will 
stop it. I am not one of those who 
believe that a man who bets and 
wins money is dishonest, but I do 
believe that there is nothing which 
will more certainly destroy the 
moral nature of your boy. It 
seems to me, gentlemen, that this 
consideration should be enough to 
cause you to enforce the law, If 
your oaths should not lead you to 
enforce it."
